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(54) INTAKE PASSAGE STRUCTURE FOR OUTBOARD MOTOR 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide an outboard 
engine having a compact upper structure without 
incliningly arranging a cylinder body. 
SOLUTION: In this intake passage structure for an 
outboard engine, a starter 3 is arranged on the upper 
side of an engine in the outboard engine 100, and a 
carburetor 2 is arranged on an engine head 1 1 in the 
rear of the starter 3, being inclined in the direction of a 
cylinder in the engine and having a silencer 21 which 
extends downward and which has a lower end part 
formed therein with an opening. An intake manifold is led 
from the carburetor 2 to the engine therebelow, being 
inclined in a U-shape, and outer tubes 50, 80 for a 
throttle control wire and a choke control wire for the 

carburetor 2 are held being attached at their front ends to the body of the carburetor 2. 
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
